Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 :

Claims 1 and 10-15, drawn to a gas delivery system comprising of a gas ID, 



Blender, actuator, and a flow sensor, classified in class 128, subclass 203.12. 

II. Claims 2-4, drawn to a Gas ID, classified in class 73, subclass 23.20. 

III. Claims 5-7, drawn to a Blender, classified in class 128, subclass 207.16. 

IV. Claims 8-9, drawn to a Flow Sensor, classified in class 128, subclass 204.21 . 

V. Claims 16-17, drawn to a method for calibrating a blender, classified in class 128, 
subclass 203.12. 

VI. Claim 1 8, drawn to correcting calibration of a flow sensor, classified in class 128, 
subclass 203.12. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Invention I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the subcombination requires an interlocking gas source, an electrical circuit, 
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voltage divider, and a look up table. The subcombination has separate utility such as a Gas ID 
system used in a Gas distribution center that needs to quickly identify tanks that are not properly 
marked. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the subcombination requires a stepper motor calibrated on the characteristics of 
the gas, in particular the gas constant and specific heat ratio. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as a gas blender for oil refining processes in which multiple gases are mixed and 
introduced to synthesize the different elements from the unprocessed crude. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the subcombination requires calibration according to temperature, humidity, 
barometer pressure and composition of gases. Additionally, subcombination requires calibration 
according to viscosity. The subcombination has separate utility such as a flow sensor used in 
monitoring the amount of gas being used in a gas fed engine that combines and external air 
source for combustion.

The inventions are 
distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case calibrating an EGR 
flow sensor in an engage management system. The examiner has required restriction between 
product and process claims. Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the 
product claims are subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or 
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otherwise require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for 
rejoinder. All claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

8. In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and the 
rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 1 12. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues.
